The campaign to retain express service in Coleman 
and to improve existing service is well worth the efforts 
of every person living within the town. This is apparently 
/ not the first battle of desires between the C.P.R. and the 
people of Coleman. During 1933 Coleman Board of 
I rade went on record of supporting the railway rather 
than trucks. To a great extent this policy is still-in effect. 

On Friday, November 17, 1933 daily papers carried 
the following heading: 

WILL SHIP BY RAIL 

Coleman Business Men Pledge Themselves to Patronize 
Railroad Rather Than Motor Transport— Aid Industry 
Vital to Prosperity of Crowsnest Pass. 

Correspondence between town and railway officials 
was heavy at this time and showed that despite the fact 
that the local business men had gone on record of favor¬ 
ing railways, Blairmore and Hillcrest had been granted 
reduced rates and free local delivery of express. Action 
here was strong at the time and should be repeated at 
this time. 

The 1933 resolution is reprinted here to show the 
determination and tight shown by Coleman people .... 
determination and tight that will return should the pro¬ 
posed closing of express service become a reality. 


Former Prisoner In 
Siberia Says Canada 
Is Wonderful Place 


DRAFT OF RESOLUTION 

At a special meeting of CJole- 
man Board of Trade and Cole¬ 
man Retail Merchants’ Associa¬ 
tion, held on November 15, 1933, 
the following was moved by Jas. 
M. Allan, seconded by J. M. 
Rushton, and unanimously car¬ 
ried: 

WHEREAS the transportation 
of merchandise by bus and truck 
throughout the Province of Al¬ 
berta has reached, and passed 
the stage where it has very ma¬ 
terially reduced the business of 
the railway companies with a 
consequent serious reduction in 
the coal requirements of the 
railways; and 

WHEREAS the towns of the 
Crows Nest Pass and the miners 
employed by the collieries in this 
area are dependent almost en¬ 
tirely for their existence on the 
coal requirements of the rail¬ 
way; and 

WHEREAS the collieries and 
railroads are operated under 
very strict regulations as to 
hours of work, payment of wages, 
etc., which regulations are re¬ 
flected in increased production 
costs, which are borne by the 
railways in the purchase price 
of their fuel; and 

WHEREAS the companies op¬ 
erating busses and trucks are 
not subject to regulations gov¬ 
erning hours of wor^ or rates of 
pay for their employees; and 

WHEREAS busses and trucks 
do not pay license fees adequate 
to cover the wear and tear on 
public highways occasioned by 
their use; and 

WHEREAS bsses and trucks, 
operating under present prevail¬ 
ing conditions, are a menace to 
the safety of the travelling pub¬ 
lic, due to their excessive size, 
width, weight, and the high rate 
of speed at which they are per¬ 
mitted to travel; 

ALL the above resulting in un¬ 
fair discriminati<m against the 
railroads, to the detriment of the 
mining industry, and at the 
same time permitting the use 
of provincial highways to the 
public danger; 

NOW BE IT RESOLVED: 

(a) That the Oovemment of 
the Province of Alberta be and 
is hereby requested to make ne¬ 
cessary provisions fw the regula¬ 
tion of express and freight rates, 
to be applicable to companies 
and individual operating busses 
and trucks on public highways 
for the transportation of passen¬ 
gers (»: merchandise, and that 
such rates be adequate to pmnlt 
the Province of Alberta to be re¬ 
imbursed, through taxation, for 
the amounts expended tm high¬ 
way administration and main¬ 
tenance, In a proper ratio to the 
wear occasioned by the (H?eration 


of busses and trucks; and 

(b) That the Government of 
the Province of Alberta be and 
is hereby requested to make pro¬ 
vision for the regulation of hours 
of labor for drivers of busses and 
trucks, in order that the com¬ 
petition between road transport 
and railway transport shall be 
fair, giving due consideration to 
the hours and schedules govern¬ 
ing employees of railways and 
mines; and 

(c) That the Oovemment of 
the Province of Alberta be and is 
hereby requested to safeguard 
the travelling public, as far as 
possible, by restricting the width, 
load, and speed of busses and 
trucks operating on public high¬ 
ways. 

Hallway Receive From 
SO to 100 Percent 01 
Express Business Here 

A survey of business men in 
Coleman was conducted last 
weekend to determine just how 
much merchandise comes into 
Coleman by truck. This was 
prompted by an editorial in the 
Macleod Gazette, part of which 
is reprinted below. 

“Maybe inroads of trucks and 
busses carrying express has seri¬ 
ously reduced rail express ship¬ 
ments. Companies usually do not 
cut off servlets if there is busi¬ 
ness to warrant their continu¬ 
ance. 

“One way to retain a conUnu- 
anct of service would be to use 
it more. Railway service goes on 
through all kinds of weather, 
and when roads are blocked 
with snow, shippers and bus pas¬ 
sengers are glad to benefit from 
railroad services. 

“We recall a delegation from 
a prairie town making a vigor¬ 
ous protest over the railway com¬ 
pany making an application to 
the Board of Railway Commis¬ 
sioners to cancel a branch line 
service. When the delegation was 
questioned as to how much they 
were using the service, their 
faces became red vsdien it was 
found that the town they repre¬ 
sented was using other means of 
transportation for delivery of 
their goods and passenger traffic, 
including members of the dele¬ 
gation.” 

We can agree with the editor 
of the Gazette that use of a ser¬ 
vice will warrant its continuance. 
Moreover, the son of a railroader 
and raised under its influence 
we are ready to take up the flgdit 
for the (ffioo chocs ninety per¬ 
cent of the time. However facts 
are facts and we dispute the 
Macleod editorial. 

Grocers in Cdeman utilize the 


trucks to a greater extent than 
any other business and report 
the railway patronage varying 
from 50 percent up. All other 
firms utilize the railways |or 
practically all their shipments . . 
most business men estimating 
the percentage to be over 90. 

Consider the grocer first. He 
sets the percentage at 50-50. Of 
this percent by truck he has no 
control over a great portion of it. 
Bakeries, soft drink firms and 
fruit wholesalers own their own 
vehicles and make deliveries. In 
the case of garages the problem 
is somewhat different again. 
Many here depend ujwn their 
own trucks on the coal haul for 
a living and need and expect to 
have repairs made on the week¬ 
end ready for the two or three 
day haul at the first of the week. 
Farts ordered shipped by rail at 
the weekend arrive Monday 
when the station is closed. Grey¬ 
hound too operates drivers on a 
5 day week, yet give daily ser¬ 
vice. 

Anyone living in Coleman at 
the present time could tell the 
Macleod editor of the curtailed 
service that we now experience 
and the average business man is 
quick to point out that unless 
some semblance of service is 
given trucks will be given a 
greater percentage of the busi¬ 
ness. This does not necessarily 
mean that they will be the CPR 
trucks. One merchant insists to¬ 
day that ail shipments by him 
are by rail and now doubts others 
specify this preference. Coleman 
feels that they have played ball 
with the CPR and expects that 
the company Improve service 
rather than eliminate it. 

, If the Macleod editor has ever 
worked in a plant where effici¬ 
ency experts or ambitious lesser 
officials are allowed to run wild 
he must agree with the possibil- 
ty that might have resulted in 
this move. Some bright boy real¬ 
izing the short distance between 
Pass towns and unmindful oi 
the business here, could have 
dreamed up a scheme of this 
type to cut expenses and increase 
his stature in the eyes of higher 
ups. This is more likely than the 
assumption that the plan is the 
result of lack of patronage. 

In parallel, this possible bright 
boy dream reminds us of the old 
chap that conducted a hot dog 
stand during the depression and 
was doing a land office business. 
When junior arrived home from 
College he convinced father that 
the depression was on and that 
he was taking too great a risk. 
With firm belief in the educated 
boy, father reduced his meat and 
bun orders for the next day. 
Checking his sales for the fol¬ 
lowing day and noticing that 
they were down he decided that 
a further reduction in buying 
was necessary. This continued 
until he was out of business. 

Yes Mr. Editor the C.P.R. could 
just possibly listen to junior and 
cut its expenses to a point where 
it cuts its own throat. 

This Is our candid opinion . . . 
it is not an editorial composed 
of glowing terms but the feelings 
of a working man as he tried to 
express the feelings of his neigh¬ 
bors.

The marking of Remembrance 
Day once a year means that the 
people of Canada and of Cole¬ 
man are mindfiU of the great 
sacrifices that have been made 
in order that this freedom of 
Canadians will remain. This 
freedom is too often taken for 
granted by Canadians. This free¬ 
dom is observed and honored 
more by many of our newer cit¬ 
izens . . . citizens such as the 
Polish combatants who now re¬ 
side in Coleman. Johnny Szulc 
summed his impressions of Can¬ 
ada up the other day with these 
words; “Canada is a wonderful 
country. Take me for example. 1 
went through the entire war and 
yet I never found a freedom 
such as there is in Canada.” 

Johnny is a Canadian, he has 
married a Canadian girl, the for¬ 
mer Millie Spievak of Coleman, 
and is the father of two little 
girls. Just one of 30 or more 
Polish combatants to reside here. 
He and his wife were recently 
honored when John Kovilsky 
and Joe Mocienica, representing 
the Polish Veterans’ Society, or¬ 
ganized a party in the Polish 
hall in honor of Johnny and 
Millie’s 5th wedding anniversary. 
Between 45 and 50 attended, par¬ 
took of the refreshments and en¬ 
joyed the dancing. Johnny is the 
oldest Polish veteran in town and 
the first to be married here. 
Presents for the honored couple 
included a Mixmaster from the 
group and several other small 
gifts. 

TTie story of Johnny’s life is 
not all parties and gaiety. His 
story is like those of nearly all 
the Polish people who suffered 
through the war. Poland was a 
small country attacked on two 
sides, one by Russia the other by 
Germany. Though they fought 
gallantly their strength was not 
enough. Johnny was 17 when he 
was taken prisoner and sent to 
Siberia by the Russians, working 
in a sawmill at Tomsk from 6 
a.m. till 6 p.m. If you were a good 
worker you would receive a card 
allowing you to supplement your 
food ration of 600 grams of 
bread with a bowl of soup. If you 
were late to work you were fined 
25 rubles. All the men in John¬ 
ny’s brigade were young men, yell 
only three lived through the 
combination of sickness and 
scanty food. 

Leaving the sawmill, Johnny 
was placed to iabor on a collec¬ 
tive farm at Tayga, the spot 
where the Russians sent undesir¬ 
ables. Mosquitos added to the 
myriad other discomforts at this 
camp where he remained until 
1941. 

In 1941 Russian police brought 
word that Hitler had attacked 
Russia and that Polish prisoners 
were now free to join the Rus¬ 
sian or Polish armies. The MKVD 
or Russian Secret Police equip¬ 
ped the liberated with identifi¬ 
cation cards and permitted them 
to travel. Johnny collected 3500 
rubles from people and charter¬ 
ed a box car for the Polish pris¬ 
oners. Between 50 and 60 jam¬ 
med into this car and begun 
their search for the headquart¬ 
ers of the Polish Army, a fact 
that could not be learned fron)^ 
Russian sources. 

The patriots travelled from Si¬ 
beria to centre of European Rus¬ 
sian locating the Polish Army 
forming again at a place called 
Buzuluk. Poles were ctunlng from 
all sections and anothor camp 
had to be formed. Johnny re-en^ 
listed at Tock. The weather was 
cold and blustery and homes 
were set up in tents, ten men 
to each one. A pail of fish soup 
was served up to the new recruits 
but no utensils. Each man scoop¬ 
ed soup in his hands and enjoy^ 
the meal. Despite the privations 
they were proud to be back serv¬ 
ing under the Polish flag and 
bluing the commands in their 
cwn language. 


After a few months Johnny 
travelled extensively while his 
corps was attached to the Brit¬ 
ish 8th Army under Gen. Mont¬ 
gomery. Travels took him to 
Iraq and Iran, to Egypt and to 
Italy. f 

Arriving in Italy with the Pol¬ 
ish Panzer 2nd Division, Johnny 
was attached to the Canadian 
First Division to learn about new 
equipment, returning to his own 
unit three months later as an 
instructor in operating Sherman 
tanks. 

In 1945 Johnny was transfer¬ 
red to the Polish headquarters 
Intelligence Service and sent to 
Austria and later to Nice, France. 
In November 1946 he sailed for 
England to rejoin his old regi¬ 
ment for a time, then transfer¬ 
red to the 33rd Duke of Welling¬ 
ton’s regimen stationed at Hal'-, 
ifax, Yorkshire, where he served 
as a driver for U 3 C.O. 

Receiving his discharge he se¬ 
cured employment as a driver 
on the city busses. When he was 
ready for work a strike broke 
out and he was refused admit¬ 
tance into the union. Johnny 
starting looking lor work and de¬ 
cided to acwpt a position wi& 
an Argentine air craft factory at 
Buenos Aires. With this decision 
made, he met his former general. 
General Visnieski, who advised 
him to go to Canada. 

Arriving in Canada, he was 
employed at a farm near Leth¬ 
bridge for awhile and later as 
troubleshooter for Calgary Pow¬ 
er. Prior to Christmas, 1947, he 
noticed in the Polish paper that 
Polish Brothers 8 were extending 
an invitation to newcomers to 
attend a Christmas fNirty and 
supper. 

With a friend Johnny accepted 
the invitation and made his first 
visit to Coleman. This visit im¬ 
pressed the young man and ha 
endeavored to secure employ¬ 
ment. On April 5,1948 he secured 
work at the McGillivray mine 
and after three minor accidents 
left the mine in 1950. Buying a 
truck, he later worked at St. 
Mary’s Dam, the Banff-Radium 
highway, Claresholm airport, 
& Hillcrest-Mohawk mine. When 
the mines amalgamated Johnny 
joined the coal haul from Tent 
Mountain and is still on the job. 

Johnny doesn’t remember his 
father ... his mother died dur¬ 
ing the war, under what circum¬ 
stances he does not know. A 
brother resides in England now 
after spending time in a con¬ 
centration camp, and another 
brother and sister reside in Po¬ 
land. 

Johnny has faced unemploy^ 
ment and the trials that every 
Canadian goes through from 
time to time, yet he still says 
“Canada is a wonderful coun¬ 
try”. We Canadians by birth 
could take a page out of his book

Average Albertan 
Receives Weekly ^ 
Wage of $59.21 v 

The average weekly pay‘cheque 2i 
paid to Albertans in July, 1953, 
amounted to ^39.21, according to 
figures released by the Bureau of 
Statistics. This is an increase of 
f4.73 a week-over last year. 

The present weekly wage paid 
in Alberta is the second highest 
in Canada, surpassed only by i 
British Columbia’s average of ’ 
$64.11. 

The bureau also reports Alberta 
has shown the largest relative in¬ 
crease in Canada for employment 
and payrolls since 1939. Employ¬ 
ment has increased almost 140 
per cent, during the past 14 years, 
while payrolls now are 460 per 
cent, of the 1939 average. Follow¬ 
ing Alberta are Ontario and 
British Columbia with increases of 
100 per cent, for employment and 
400 per cent, for payrolls over 
their 1939 figures.

Periodic fluctuations in popula¬ 
tion numbers of most of our game 
bird species are to be expected. 
Many observers consider our 
native grouse to be definitely cyclic 
in this habit and expected a popu¬ 
lation "crash” in 1951 for our 
sharptailed grouse, ruffed grouse 
and even the introduc<l Hungari¬ 
an partridge. This "crash” in 
population did not occur in 1951, 
nor was it evident in 1952. Gener¬ 
ally conditions during 1953 have 
not been indicative of an impend¬ 
ing "crash.” However, positive in¬ 
formation in this respect cannot 
be determined until the hunting 
season is under Ivay. At this time 
the ratio of the number of birds 
of the year to the number of old 
birds will be a definite indicator 
of the production for the year. A 
low ratio of young to old birds in 


Shown in the above diagram 
(top) are the central tail feathers 
of the Sharptailed Grouse, with 
the female on the left and the 
male on the right. Below, are the 
upper wing coverts of the Hun¬ 
garian partridge, again with the 
female feather on the left and the 
male on the right, 
the fall would result in a poor 
crop the next year. Thus such in¬ 
formation in advance of a pos¬ 
sible poor crop is essential to any 
program of management.

means of the outer wing feathers, 
the primaries. The outer primaries 
of old birds are relatively round 
at the tip, whereas those of the 
young birds are pointed. In Hun¬ 
garian partridge sex can be de¬ 
termined from the pattern on the 
upper wing coverts, the feathers 
of the shoulder. On the female 
these feathers have buff colored 
cross-bars. On the male only a 
cream to buff colored longitudinal 
feather shaft strip is evident. To 
distinguish the sex in sharptailed 
grouse and ruffed grouse the two 
central tail feathers must be ob¬ 
served. In "sharptails” the two 
central tail feathers of the male 
exhibit a definite longitudinal pat¬ 
tern whereas those of the female 
have cross-bars. The central tail 
feathers of the I'uffed grouse best 
indicate sex by their difference in 
length. Tho.se of the male being 
somewhat longer than those of 
the female. 

It is here that the sportsmen 
can materially aid hjs sport for 
future years. It is a simple matter 
to remove' the fore-wing of the 
bird, pluck the central tail 
feathers (or better still the com¬ 
plete tail), the case of the grouse 
mentioned, one -or two shoulder 
feathers of the Hungarian part¬ 
ridge, place in an envelope and 
mail to The Game Branch, Biologi¬ 
cal Division, Department of Na¬ 
tural Resources, Regina. It is also 
important to Include the location, 
as exact as possible, where the 
bird was taken. Such material 
when received would be recorded 
and the data compiled. Informa¬ 
tion from all regions of the prov¬ 
ince thus available would aid 
materially in indicating population 
trends which would in turn be of 
great aid to our upland game bird 
mmanagement program.

In June, total production for the 
month was 27,209 barrels — less 
than half the August total. 

Total production from January 
to August this year stands at 
294,055 barrels. Last year’s total 
production for the January-Au¬ 
gust period was 23,037 barrels. 

Since production started in 
Manitoba in 1951, Manitoba has 
produced 413,020 barrels. 

A summary of September activ¬ 
ity shows four new licenses issued 
in the Daly Field and five wild¬ 
cats.

Highway Minister Speaks 

Kovach Advocates loint 
Board of Trade For Pass 


Well over fifty persons attend¬ 
ed a meeting of Blairmore 
Board of Trade at the Turtle 
Mountain Playgrounds in Frank 
on Thursday evening to hear the 
Hon. Gordon Taylor, minister of 
highways give a one hour talk 
on the network of Alberta high¬ 
ways. 

To open the meeting president 
L. Huntley of Blairmore wel¬ 
comed the many guests from 
Coleman east to Pincher Creek 
area who were present. Mr. 
Huntley then introduced William 
Kovach, M.L.A. of Hillcrest who 
gave a brief but interesting talk 

To introduce his talk Mr. Ko¬ 
vach stated his reasons for not 
being a member of either Blair¬ 
more or Coleman Boards of 
Trade, pointing out that he felt 
that since all problems In the 
Crows Nest Pass were more or 
less linked together he felt that 
a Crows Nest Pass ? Board of 
Trade should be (Organized to 
face problems as a unit rather 
than as individual groups. He 
than outlined a few of the prob¬ 
lems that are in evidence in the 
Pass at the present time, point¬ 
ing out that a Board of Trade 
could be instrumental in help¬ 
ing fight these problems. The 
first problem he said is the flood 
control problem which extends 
from Pincher Creek west to Cole¬ 
man and although some work 
has been done by the govern¬ 
ment, much more could be and 
should be done to eliminate the 
condition. He then commented 
on the possibility of promoting 
the improvement of forestry 
roads in the area in regard to 
increasing tourist trade. He stat¬ 
ed that the Pass had something 
here to offer the tourist and in 
the meantime it did not seem 
that enough was being done to 
hold the toiu-ist here. He sug 
gested that many of the old tim¬ 
ber roads in the area built by 
lumber operators at a great cost 
were being let grow over and for¬ 
gotten about, wheiias with a 
little work and expense the roads 
could be improved and would 
give visitors here some excellent 
sight-seeing roads and would al¬ 
so serve as excellent highways to 
better fishing and hunting 
grounds. 

He then commented on the 
coal industry in the Crows Nest 
Pass, which at the present time 
did not have too bright a future. 
In regard to this he pointed out 
that the Board of Trade should 
make an attempt to point out 
and impress the coal operators^ 
that when they get a contract 
which would give the miners four 
or five days a week work, the 
companies should make an at¬ 
tempt to give the buyers a qual¬ 
ity coal free of debris and rock, 
which would be a help to the in¬ 
dustry, 

Mr. Kovach then spoke on the 
Forestry department and ran¬ 
gers in the area. He pointed out 
that many of the streams In the 
area were being planted with 
fish, but results fr<sn this this 
could not be obtained as there 
were not enough fwestry oflBc- 


ials and rangers to patrol the 
streams properly. He also stated 
that he was of the Impression 
that forest rangers were chasing 
people out of the woods instead 
ol welcoming them, as many of 
the gates leading to good fishing 
ond hunting grounds were clos¬ 
ed, while rangers who should be 
welcoming visitors and patrol¬ 
ling to see that regulations were 
enforced, were instead mixing 
cement and doing road work. 

Mr. Kovach then introduced 
Gordon Taylor to the audience, 
pointing out that a better min¬ 
ister for highways could not be 
found than Mr. Talyor, whom he 
stated was continually in the 
house plugging for Alberta roads 

In his address Mi'. Taylor gave 
an excellent review of the Alber¬ 
ta road program, commencing at 
the southern extremes of Alberta 
and describing and explaining 
lu full roadwork extending to 
the northern extremes of the 
province. He then explained all 
the road work being done from 
the east side to the west side of 
the province. He explained that 
although some were of the im¬ 
pression that road work was 
slow, the provincial government 
had adopted a policy of building 
belter roads at a greater cost 
and longer time rather than 
ouild many miles of cheap high¬ 
ways that would not stand up 
to the ever increasing Alberta 
traffic. Aim of the government 
today he said was to build better 
wider and safer roads for the 
Iravelhng public and in a lew 
years Alberta would have the 
vastest and best chain or roads 
in the Dominion. To support his 
statements Mr. Taylor explained 
the construction of all Alberta 
highways being built today, 
pointing out that no roads were 
being built unless a nine-inch 
base was applied to give a per¬ 
manent roadway, as the former 
system of building blotter type 
highways at less cost and invol¬ 
ving far less time had been drop¬ 
ped 

Mr. Taylor then informed the 
meeting that a new road from 
Bellevue west to Coleman would 
be built, possibly early next year, 
but the bridge over the Crows 
Nest River in West Blairmore 
would have to wait for some tlma 
as there were many others places 
in the province that needed 
bridges far worse than here. 

T. J. Costigan of Blairmore 
then thanked Mr. Taylca: for his 
fine address,, stating that It wa. 
a treat to-all to have the pres¬ 
ence of a cabinet minister visit 
the Pass. 

Mayor Frank Aboussafy of 
Coleman then gave thanks to 
President Huntley for having in 
vited the Coleman mayw and 
council to attend. Also present 
from Coleman were president of 
the Coleman Board of Trade J. 
R. HUl, J. WUke and Marius Van 
Wyck of the Burmis Lumber Co.; 
Herman Linder of Cardston, and 
Derek Griffin, president of Can¬ 
adian Chambers of Commerce. 
Red Deer, attended.

Forest Travel 
Increases; 

Fires Decrease 

A d’eport on the tour conducted 
by the Forestry Department ha.s 
been received at this office and 
shows that despite the increased 
use of the forests, by travellers, 
the fire Incident has lowered. This 
report was prepared by Alan Bea- 
ven, manager of the Prairie Prov¬ 
inces Division, who, on a recent 
visit to Coleman impressed upon 
the editor the fact that forest.s 
are owned by the people of Can¬ 
ada. It was Important, Mr. Beaven 
stated, that good-will exist be¬ 
tween the rangers and the public, 
as more and more people are us¬ 
ing their forests as a playground. 

Our renewable resources foi-m 
the foundation upon ^hich the 
permanent welfare of every per¬ 
son in the province must be built. 
In making sure we continue to 
enjoy these benefits forest con¬ 
servation/ is an essential factor. 
Forests not only supply us with 
materials, but living and growing 
they are the home of our wild¬ 
life, provide our outdoor play¬ 
grounds, protection for our water¬ 
sheds and play a most important 
part in maintaining the fertility 
of our agricultural soils through¬ 
out the areas of natural tree 
growth. 

These Association tours have 
definitely created interest in con- 
.servation throughout the forest 
areas, and this interest can re¬ 
sult in the greatest benefit when 
sustained by local effort. Forest 
Rangers report a steady increase 
in public co-operation, which is 
proving of great value in helpin.g 
them to carry on their exacting 
duties of administering and pro¬ 
tecting our public owned forest 
resources. It is interesting to note 
that an increasing niunber of for¬ 
est fires are now first reported by 
private citizens or groups. Though 
far more people yearly are using 
our forest areas, forest fires have 
not increased, in fact, during re¬ 
cent years they have decreased. 
Better control of the forest fire 
menace is resulting from the ef¬ 
ficiency of forest protection per¬ 
sonnel, improved equipment, com¬ 
munications, detection, and pub¬ 
lic education.
